Augusta, Ga., February 22.—(/) 
Burly Adams, Sanky Beasfey and 
Henry Walden, three white men, 
were arrested in Columbia county 
inte Monday and were lodged in 
the Richmond county jail here, 
where they are being lhield as sts- 
pects in the murder of Walter KR. 
Volbert, federal prohibition agent, 
who was shot and killed from am- 
hush Monday near Harlem, a., 
about 20 miles from Augusta. 


Augusta, Ga., February 
Three suspects, all white men, are in 
the Richmond jail tonight 
charged with murder in connegtion 
with the death this afternoon of Wal- 
R. Tolbert, federal prohibition 
nzent. who was shot and killed in- 
stantly while returning from a raid on 
two stills near Harlem, Ga. 

Those arrested are: Burley Adams, 
SN. Beasley and Henry Walden, all 
of Columbia, and McDuffie counties. 
They have been formally charged with 
murder. Adams and Beasley were in 
Adams’ yard in the rear of his home 
which is located between Burch’s mill 
aud Avondale on the McDuffie road. 
When arrested Adams was found with 
a 45 Colt automatic pistol. Officers 
who made the arrest said that he at- 
tempted to do away with the weapon 
when they walked into the yard. 
Neither of the other two men possessed 
wenpons when placed under arrest. 

Tolbert, along with W. H. Harri- 
Jr.. and D. Fuller, two Columbia 
county officers, had completed a raid 
on two stills just across the Columbia 
McDuffie county and 
back to Harlem.

(P)—Catapulted into the surf of the 
Atlantic while speeding at 225 miles 
an hour in an effort to break ‘he in- 
ternational automobile speed record, 
Frank Lockhart, 25-year-old Indian- 
apolis racer, late today suffered a se- 
vere shock but otherwise was not se- 
riousiy hurt.

Lockhart made the race for the ree- 
ord against his better judgment in 
response to the insistent pleas of a 
crowd of several thousand persons 
who had gathered to watch the at- 
tempt. After a preliminary test he 
had decided that conditions were un- 
favorable and planned to put it off 
until tomorrow; but the crowds’ cries 
for “action” led him into the race 
against time right after a hard show- 
er. on a wet beach and in the face of 
poor visibility caused by overhanging 
clouds. 

Lockhart’s ear, which he had de- 
signed and built with his own hands 
at a cost of $70,000, was a complete 
wreck. The aluminum wind guarids, 
which he had installed on ail four 
wheels to reduce wind resistance, were 
torn off and the entire left side of 
the body was crushed in against the 
driver's body,

OUR ‘“‘COMPLETED”’ ROADS. 

The February issue of the Geor- 
via Highways, a magazine published 
hy the Georgia state highway de- 
partment, and the official organ and 
mouthpiece of the state highway 
hoard, makes the following illumi- 
nating editorial statement: 

“Georgia ranks seventh in the 
I nited States in the number of miles 
of fedeval aid roads completed. 

“In accordance with the report of 
the United States bureau of public 
‘roads. issned November 30, 1927, 
showing the of federal aid 
highwar construction, Georgia is sur- 
passed by only six states ont of the 
forty-eight in the number of miles of 
highways completed,

If that is true. it is interesting, to 
know what the state highway board 
actually means by its term 
pleted.”’

We have been receiving almost 
two millions of dollars from the 
government annuaWy for road and 
bridge construction, running over a 
period of eleven years. To this 
enormous total must be added the 
much greater total of funds pro- 
vided for state highway construc- 
tion through the gasoline taxes and 
the license fees. To these revenues 
must be added further the many 
millions of dollars that have been 
provided through county bond is- 
sues, based upon direct local prop- 
erty taxation, but turned into the 
state board for ‘aiding’? the build- 
ing of state roads. 

The grand total of these various 
moneys, for highway building, and 
maintenance, running over the pe- 
riod since the state system was in- 
augurated, will stagger one who 
thinks in ordinary financial terms. 

And yet what have we?. One 
excellent stretth of concrete and 
asphalt from Marietta, in Cobb 
county, to Perry, in Houston coun- 
ty—probably 140 miles. Of this, 
however, the state board did not 
provide a dollar for the major links 
through Fulton and Bibb counties. 
Other counties in the chain bonded 
heavily, or were aided by larger and 
richer counties. 


Outside of this stretch, a mere 
pebble on the beach as compared 
to the entire state mileage in Geor- 
cia, we have mere links of perma- 
nent paving, scattered here and 


there, ranging in length from one | 


to 40 miles—and notoriously few 


‘tretches of the latter length. 

The total mileage of permanently 
paved—that is hard surfaced, all- 
the-year state highways today—will 
not exceed 750 miles. 

Therefore, it is significant that 
the state highway board announces 
that it has “completed” more miles 
of federal aid roads than any other 
state in the American union, with 
the exception of six, out of the

IN COTTON MILLS 


Chicago, Ill., February 
Petition of southern mills has wrested 
from New England the supremacy it 
once held in the textile industry. 
That is, the south has assumed lead- 
ership in. the production of coarse 
goods but some northern manufactur- 
ers of fine goods and of certain spe- 
cialties have been successful thus far 
in escaping the ravages of competition 
from the south because conditions in 
that section are propitious for 
turning out fine goods, 

Different reasons have been 
gested for the relative prosperity of 
the south and the inactivity of the 
north and as a result there are many 
misconceptions as to which causes are 
fundamental. In a_ booklet prepared 
by Harold H. Young. the investment 
banking firm of Bodell & Co., of Bos- 
ton, presénts a graphic analysis of 
fomparative conditions. governing cot- 
ton manufacturing in the two sections 

Briefly, the summary of Bodell & 
Co. asks and secks to answer the 
question: “Is there any hope for the 
New England textile industry 
the capital invested in it?”’ 

Active Spindles Greater. 


In 1889), the summary points out, 
about three-fourths of all the cotton 
spindles in the United States were in 
the New England mills and their 
continued expansion for many years 
gave. the-seetion unchallenged 
macy. During the period of expansion 
many fortunes were made from own- 
ership of cotton -mill seenrities. As 
the mills operated  protlitably, . paid 
liberal dividends and = accumulated 
Jarge surpluses, the market prices of 
shares of sticcessful companies showed 
marked enhancement. The last few 
years, however, have witnessed a dis- 
tinet turn for the worse and New 
England has lost its dominant position 
in the industry, 

Up to 1921 there was an almost 
consistent growth in the number of 
active spindles in this: section but the 
peak was reached im that year and 
the trend has been downward since 
then. Some companies have moved 
their machinery and equipment. out 
of New England: others have dis- 
mantled their plants and have gone 
out of business, and some mills are
